Convention, will not strike the coun'ry 
with any surpiise. It was made very 
clear during tho last days of tho conven-

THAT QRAND SCENE OF Efl'IHUSIASM. 
The scene in the national republican 


convention on Thursday evening when 
tho nominations were being raii'io was 
never surpassed, and probably wn? never 
equaled in any political body. It was a 
spontaneous outburst of hearty enthusi- 
asm that was strangely remarkable. In 
calling the states for nomination on that 
memprable evening, tho call of Maine 
brought the ten thousand people in the

wife's relatives ho becamo tho editor of. The 
Konnobec Journal, and in tho courso of a fo\\ 
months ho moved to Portland, whero he 
edited The Advertiser. Blaino's position aud 
family connections soon brought him intc 
prominence politically, and in 1S5S ha wat 
elected to tho Matno legislature. JHe was fivt 
times ro-clected, and in ISO! and 1SC2 wo* 
chosen speaker of tho house, in which posi- 
tion ho exhibited tho samo excellent qualitio; 
afterward displayed as speaker of the na- 
tioual house of representatives. 


Iu 1SCS ho was first oloct»d to congress, 


talcing his seat in 1S(J2 in tho thirty-ninth 
house of representatives. From that houi 
his national carcor began and his fame stoad- 
ily grow. In tho thirty-ninth congress ho 
became recognized as a loader iu debate.and 
a fooSian worthy the best steel in congress. 
In tho fortiotb congress ho was the associate 
and peor of tho highest in the land, and at 
tho beginning of tho forty-Bret congress he 
was chosen speaker by the Republicans, 
Thus in six years ho had rison from tho local 
obscurity of a now member to become the 
huftd of tho most important brunch of con- 
gress at a time and during; a period of mo- 
mentous action and mighty results.

Mr. Blaino was it candidate foi 


president, but was beaten by Rutherford B. 
Hayes in convention. In 1SSO ho was again 
a caudidato, and around him rallied the 
great majority of thoso who wore opposed to 
Grant's ronoflkination Every ono knows how 
James A. Garfleld was chosen iusteud ol 
tlie more promincuC candidates. 
When Mr. 


Garfleld made up his cabinet bo put Mr. 
Blaino into thu responsible position or secre- 
tary of 
state, which ho resigntiJ upon 


Arthur's accession, giving place to Fred- 
erick T. Fjelinghuysen. 


Personally, Blaino is as conspicuous as he 


is attractive in otbar things. Ho is genial, 
ready, warm-hearted, magnetic and enthusi- 
astic, whether iu relief oC a friend or pur- 
suit of a foo. His maun or is impulsive aud 
impetuous. Ho is ardent in his attachments, 
and, though nover losing sight of himself ot 
his interests, ho is free and willing to aid tho 
objects and wishes of his frionds. Altojjethm1, 
Hr.

HEs father was a pliysiciau, John 


Logan by name, and cnmo to America from 
Ireland only three years before tho senator 
was born. His mother was JSHzabsth Jenkins 
and her family lived in Tennessee. Logan 
was born at Murphysboro, a listlo town 
among the hill.v that horn in tlio Mississippi 
rivort and was the eldest of eleven children. 
On tho 9th of February last Logan was fl& 
years old. 


His early L-d'4catlon was such only us tho 


frontier all'ordod, and was gained at his 
mother's knoe and in tho log school huu.so 
.where an itinerant teacher at intervals pro- 
sided. Whan he was IS years old ho was seut 
to tho nearest school, called Shiloh academy, 
under tho jurisdiction of 
tlio Methodist 


church", and graduated from it into thu Mexi- 
can war. 
Ho joined the Fii-st Illinois regi- 


ment, but tlio military instinct davelopud 
and ho afterward became a lieutenant, and 
served'both as adjutant and quartermaster 
of his regiment. 
At tho close of tho war he 


wont iuto tho law ofllca 
of 
his uncle, 


Alexander Jenkins, who "was a grout man in 
southern Illinois, a Jacksonfan Democrat, 
and at ono time lieutenant governor of hid 
state. 


It was tho lovo of coatost that tool; him at 


onco into politics, and in IS/31 ho was oloctod 
clerk of Jackson county. By means of thj 
revenues of this ofllca ho was enabled to 
carry on his law studies, and toolc a course 
of lectures at Louis villa during tho following 
year, which constituted and completed his 
legal education. At once upon his return 
from Louisville, in 1852, ho woseloctod prose- 
cuting attorney of Jackson, county, and wont 
to tho state legislature in tho following year, 
boing re-elector! and gaining a local leader- 
ship in tho Democratic party, which was 
recognised by his appointment; as a presi- 
dential elector on the Buchacan ticket in 
1600. 


At the outbreak oC tho war it is said by bis 


enemies that ho 0/TorBd his services to the 
Confederacy and that ho hesitated long In 
giving-ia his adhesion to tho Union. 
But 


those stories aro contradicted, the first by tho 
man who ought to know, 
JtofI Davis him- 


eolf. There aro few who 'believe any of 
thorn, and thoro arc several witnesses to the 
fact that in November, 1SGO, when Lincoln's 
election was assured and throats were, froely 
mado that he should not bo inaugurated, 
Logan publicly declared 
tliat ha would 


shoulder a munkot and escort tho "rail- 
splitter" to the White House. 


While ho was in Washington attending 


tho calltxl session of congress in tho summer 
of JSG1 ho wont to tho front, as many repre- 
sentatives did, to visit tho army in Virginia, 
and, being tho Ruost of Col. Richardson 
when tho battlo of Bull Run took place, he 
was given a musket and foufjtt through 
that ovontfal July day as a private in the 
ranks. 


When congress adjourned m August, ho 


returned home and at onco raised a regi- 
ment (tlio Thirty-first Illinois), which went 
into battlo at Jjelmont two months aftur 
they wore mustered into tho army. In the 
niogo of Fort Donolsou, Logan actively on- 
gaged and was badly wounded in tbo lof; 
arm. 
His gallantry hero and at Belmcnt 


made him a brigadier-general, and from this 
timo his star rose rapidly. Ho was given 
Command of a division in McFhersou's corps 
and made a major-general boforo ho had 
boon a yoar in the army. 


In 1SI& ho declined a nomination for con- 


gress, belioving tliat ho could strvo his coun- 
try I>esn in tho Hold. 


fn Grants wintor campaign in Mississippi 


and iu tho siogu of Vicksburg Logan boro a 
conspicuous part, and his bra very as a loader 
was proverbial. In the battlo of Champion 
Hill Gen. Grant sent an aide to inquire 
whether Logan could not push his men for- 
ward a littlts. Logan's profaiio but charac- 
teristic reply was:

orders to halt, 


When Grant was sent to tho army of tbo 


Potomac aud yielded to Sherman the com- 
mand of the division of tho Mississippi, Lo- 
gan succeeded tho lattor as commander of 
thi> famous Fifteenth Army corps, and fol- 
lowed Sherman in tho march to the sea. 
In 


the desperate assault upon Hood at Atlanta 
Logan fought as ho never fought before, and 
wbeu Mtifhursoii fell ho took command o£ 
tho army of tho Touuosseo, and with resist- 
less fury avenged thp death of tho holoved 
commander. 


Tho promotion of Gon. Howard to tho 


command of the army of tho Temisssea over 
Lojjan's head was a suro disappointment,and 
at one timo ho determined to resign, but 
his f. iomds advised him otuorwiso aud he ro- 
maiiu« until tho evacuation of Atlanta when 
hu 
went homo and stumped tbo state for 


Lincoln. 
Then ho returned to camp aud

±o his borne in Illinois, whore his political 
caroer was resumed. 
Ho was nominated and 


elected as a congres'imau-at-largo from 
Illinois, and served as such until his election 
to tho sonata to fill the seat of R.icbm*d Yatos 
fn 1STO. During hia sorvico in thu house ho 
was an active participant in the debates and 
took strong grounds in favor of tho radical 
reconstruction policy of Thaddeus Stevens. 
In 1SGU ho was one of tho managers on tho 
part of tho house in tho Johnson impeach- 
ment trial. 


His first term as se.'tator of tho United 


States expired ia 1S77, when he was de- 
feated for re-election by disafloctod mem- 
bers of his own party ia the lugMatnro of 
Illinois, nnd David Davis way chopon in his 
stead. Tlio Republicans had but two ma* 
jority on joint ballot in this legislature, and 
there were throe represonUitives i'roin tbo 
city of Cuirngo who voted with tho Demo- 
•crats for David Davis, In 1878, however, ho 
was moro successful and succeeded t» Ui* 
sent of pacbard J.
